4. 
Poultry must be kf*pt clean and sanitary. 
5. 
Eggs must be gathered twice a day between the first of May ami the 
of October and kept in a cool room, free from draft and foul odors 
if possible, in a temperature not to exceed 60 degrees. 
6. 
Eggs shall be delivered to the local shipping agent at least twice a 
week. 
He shall deliver them to the customers of the Association. 
Roosters must be removed from the Hocks not later than the first of 
May and kept away until the first of October. 
I agree to submit to all rules hereafter adopted by this Egg Circle, or 
by the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Texas, relative to the 
marketing of eggs under the trade mark “ Egg Circle .Select.”

MOSCOW BATTLE 


Seattle Woman Tells of Plight of 
Americans in Russian 
City. 
PERKINS-TIMBERLAKE 


LIVE LIKE RATS EIGHT DAYS 


Describes Terrible Experiences During 
Fight Between the Bolshevik! and 
Cadets—In Very Center 
of the Battle. 


Soul tlo, Wash.—How Americans hud­ 
dled fur eight days in the basement 
of a hotel in Moscow, Russia, while 
tIky battle between the bolshevik! and 
cadets loyal to the government raged 
over their heads, is told iii a vividly 
interesting 
letter received here by 
relatives of Ahs. Helen Meserve, for­ 
merly of this city, who has spent the 
last three and one-half years with her 
husband in Russia. 
Harry 
Meserve, 
lier 
husband, 
is 
representative of the National City 
bank of New York, iii i’etrogrud aud 
Moscow. 
“Living like rats and running from 
place to place to avoid the bullets of 
the machine guns and the shells of 
the larger guns.” Mrs. Meserve says, 
“was sin experience she hopes never 
to undergo again.” 
The first part of lier letter is dated 
November IT, Ii>17, at Moscow.

“Yesterday we were able to leave
